2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an apparatus for 
measuring intra cranial pressure and a method for use thereof, where the apparatus includes an acoustic eye patch adapted to conform 
to an eyeball of the patient having sensors for measuring acoustic signals; a sweep generator for applying acoustic signals across the 
skull of the patient; and an analyzer for detenruning intra cranial pressure from the output of the acoustic eye patch. 



Claims 1-14 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed 
can be made or used in industry.

Claims 5 and 12 are objected to under PCT Rule 66. 2(a) (v) as lacking clarity under PCT Article 6 because claims 5 and 12 are 
mdefimte for the following reasons): both claims recite that "the acoustic eye patch sensor is a piezoelectric film" suggesting tha 
there is only a single sensor on the acoustic eye patch which is inconsistent with the disclosure of independent claims I and 8 that 
recite that the patch includes "sensors." In view of the foregoing, it is unclear how many sensors form the acoustic eye patch 
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
